General W ickerham for the govern­ 
ment will move that the hearing be 
I post pom d for thirty days.

ponement is upon request of Sena­ 
tor Owen, of Muskogee, who is of 
counsel for the plaintiffs, and who 
found it inconvenient for him to be 
in Washington at this time. 
The Brown-Gritts case is one of 
the most important Indian cases now 
pending in the courts. The vital point 
at issue is whether or not the gov­ 
ernment. after it has given an In­ 
dian an allotment under treaty stip­ 
ulations, 
can 
place 
additional 
re­ 
strictions upon such allotment with­ 
out the consent of the Indian. It in­ 
volves the validity of the McCum- 
ber amendment which 
placed 
the 
lands of th 
full-blood Indians o f th* 
l ive C hilized Tribes under restric­ 
tions prohibiting the sale of the land 
tor a period of twenty-five years from 
the date of the pat* nt. The b ecu m ­ 
ber amendment was passed after the 
indians had 
selected 
their 
allot­ 
ments. 


Another very important feature of 
this case is that its decision will 
have a very important bearing ujion 
the thirty thousand land title suits 
that have been instituted in eastern 
Oklahoma by the government. If the 
Krown-Oritts 
case 
is 
decided 
fav­ 
orably for the plaintiffs, it will prac­ 
tically wipe out all of the land title 
cases. If the decision is against them 
then the cases will have to be tried 
on their merits.
